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BRITAIN LIKELY TO ABANDON 
FREE TRADE AFTER WAR ENDS 


Imperial Preference and General Tar- 
iff Scheme Is Expected to Take 
Its Place, 

LONDON, Jan, 23.—There seems no 
longer reason to doubt that one of the 
most momentous changes which peace 
is expected to bring will be the aban- 
doning by the British empire of free 

trade. 1 

The British Government Committee on 
Trade after the War, has decided, it is 
said, to recommend an imperial prefer- 
ence and general tariff scheme on im- 
portations of manufactured goods. 

A formidable free trade party in 
Great Britain will make a determined 
fight for the ancient policy, but the 
powerful influence of the colonies is ex- 
pected to be thrown unequivocally in 
the opposite scale.

1283 Vehicles and 1773 Pedestrians 
Cressed Structure From 7:30 
A. M. to 6 P. M. Yesterday. 

Figures given out today as to the first 
full working day's traffic on the Free 
Bridge, yesterday, showed that 671 ve- 
hicles went east over the bridge, between 
7:30 a. m. and 6 p. m., and that 612 ve- 
hicles came west.

STATE VICE LAWS DO NOT 
APPLY HERE, M’DANIEL SAYS 


Cireuit Attorney Informs Committee 
of One Hundred That Prosecutions 
Must Ne Under City Ordinances 

State laws for the suppression of 
commercialized vice do not apply to 
St. Louis, according to Circuit Attor- 
ney McDaniel, who wrote a letter to 
that effect to J. Lionberger Davis and 
Roger Baldwin of the Committee of 
One Hundred, today. 

The only laws which apply to the 
subject, with one exception, he says, 
are city ordinances which provide for 
a fine as the only penalty. The ex- 
ception is the law prohibiting disor- 
derly houses. within 100 yards of a 
church, school or public building. 

The condition grows out of the 
adoption of the City Charter in 18790, 
incorporated in which was a social 
evil law, the effect of which was to 
nullify the State laws on the subject 
as far as St. Louis was concerned. 
Protests against the social evil law 
caused its repeal in 1874, but the re- 
peal did not make the State laws ap- 
plicable to St. Louis and there has 
been no legislation on the subject 
since, 


SPEAKER WATSON REVOLTS 
AGAINST PAYROLL. PADDING 


Opposes on Floor Attempt of Re- 
presentative Farris to Name Six 
More House Clerks. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 23.—Speaker 
Drake Watson this morning led a fight 
on the House floor against an effort to 
further pad the pay roll by naming six 
additional clerks. Frank H. Farris, 
Democratic floor leader, championed the 
resolution providing for the clerks and 
attempted to line up the Democratic 
members to vote for it.

NEW YORK, Jan. B.— The House 
Rules Committee conducting the “leak” 
inquiry will investigate immediately all 
“short” deals on the Stock’ Exchange 
between Dec. 10 and Dec. 23. It was 
or such speculation, if any, that profits 
are said to have been made on advance 
information regarding the President’s 
recent peace note. 

The committee today ordered H. G. 
S. Noble, president of the Stock Ex- 
change, to request the governing 
board of the exchange to ask its mem-

bers to supply to the committee forth- 
with a list of all of their transactions 
for that period, designating all custom- 
ers by their real names and not by 
numbers or -appellations. The state- 
ments also are to show the numbers of 
shares of stock borrowed, by whom 
borrowed, to whom loaned and the date 
returned. 

The committee believes that by this 
course it soon can determine if there is 
any basis to the charges of immense 
profit-taking through short“ selling by 
those in possession of leak' informa- 
tion. 

Noble was the first witness called after 
Sherman L. Whipple, counsel for the 
committee, had made his opening state- 
ment. It was featured by an outline of 
the immediate plans of .the committee 
contemplating inquiry into nothing save 
the “leak’’ said to have occurred in con- 
nection with the President’s peace note. 

Noble said the exchange itself made 
no record of the daily transactions as 
they occurred, this being done by the 
exchange ticker. The Stock Exchange 
Clearing House, however, did receive, 


age house, a statement of its purchases 
and Sales, explained the witness. He 
said the Stoek Exchange had absolute 
knowledge of what occurred on the floor 
and it was accessible to the committee. 
Whipple questioned the witness as to 
the difference between speculative and 
investment secyrities, an dasked if it 
was not true that the speculative stocks 
offered the best opportunities for ma- 
nipulated movements.“ The witness an- 
swered that he did not understand pre- 
cisely what was meant by manipulated 
movements.

its?” Whipple asked. 

“Your question seems to imply,” 
Noble answered, that there is impro- 
priety in men getting together and 
selling on some news they think un- 
favorable.” 

“I ask you whether it would de in 
accord with the moral standards of the 
Stock Exchange,“ insisted Whipple. 

“I can’t see how it could be disap- 
proved as long as it is a legitimate tran- 
saction.”’

Friends of Mrs. Byrne this afternoon 
obtaned a writ of habeas corpus in the 
United States District Court.

ISON S SPEECH 


Its Aspirations Approved, but 
Whether They Can Be Carried 
Out Is Questioned. 


— — 


LONDON, Jan. 2. — The influential 
Manchester Guardian. commenting on 
President Wilson's speech to the Senate, 
calls it “a splendid policy, nobly ex- 
pressed. The Guardian says: 


“The speech in form was addressed to 
the Senate, but it equally concerns our- 
selves and our adversaries in the war. 
The President has no intention of tak- 
ing any part in the actual negotiations 
of peace; that he leaves wholly to the 
belligerents. He simply comes forward 
now to state in unmistakable terms both 
for his own people and for the other 
people of the world, every one of whom 
is directly concerned, what kind of 
peace it is which he will consent to call 
upon his countrymen to approve and 
sustain.”’ 

Discusses Possible Reception. 

After quoting the chief points in the 
President’s speech in regard to the con- 
ditions on which peace must be based, 
the Guardian continues: 

It is a splendid policy, nobly ex- 
pressed. How will it be received? By 
the peoples everywhere, we cannot 
doubt, joyfully; by men of good will and 
enlightenment everywhere not less joy- 
fully, and with a clear perception that 
this is no vision of Utopia but a well- 
thought-out and justly framed scheme 
of a man in a great position and versed 
in great affairs.“ 

Asking how the belligerents will re- 
gard it, the paper answers that its prin- 
ciples and phrases will be hardly pala- 
table to autocratic rulers, or easily 
reconciled to their traditions and meth- 
ods of government. 

“But yet, if the people hear them 
gladly, perhaps the Government also 
may find it wise to find in them a path 
of safety. As for ourselves, and’ the 
mass of the nation will do well to see 
that their rulers render to them every 
possible favor and support.“ 

Referring to the President's noble 
concluding words,“ the Guardian says: 
“These are words which will find an 
echo in many hearts, and words are 
sometimes deeds.”’ . 

Should Be Welcome, News Says. 

The Daily News describes President 
Wilson’s address as a “discerning, ju- 
dicial and statesmanlike presentation 
of the issues confronting the civilized 
world today in the unlimited future be- 
yond the conclusion of the present 
war.“ The newspaper thinks it should 
secure a cordial welcome in Great Brit- 
ain, but says it nevertheless contains 
phrases and suggestions which may le- 
gitimately be criticised. 

The Times thinks it is too soon yet 
to form a considered judgment of Pres- 
ident Wilson's speech. 

“Its language,“ says the. Times, has 
evidently been weighed with so much 
nicety and care that premature com- 
ment might overlook or misinterpret 
the precise shade of meaning which 
particular passages are intended to 
bear.“ 

The Times, nevertheless, receives 
“certain broad impressions that can 
hardly be mistaken.” Upon these im- 
pressions it states its views. It sees 
in the speech a fuller and more forcible 
illustration than President Wilson has 
previously uttered of the high and 
daring character of his pacificist ideals 
together with the prudence and caution 
of his policy.’’ 

The Times continues: “His project 
is nothing less ambitious, less splen- 
did than the establishment of a perpet- 
ual and universal reign of peace. 

Has Propesed What Has Been Dream. 

The Times believes that President 
Wilson is “the first man of a mighty 
state who has proposed a scheme of 
practical politics which has been the 
dream of many thinkers for a great 
number of centuries.” But it doubts, 
whether, though it must appeal to the 
imagination and. hearts of all men, 
their judgment will give it unseserved 
approval. 

To the President's reference to the 
peace which is to end the present 
war the paper says: 

“The allies believe that a victory 
peace is essential, as Lincoln believed 
it be essential in the Civil War. They 
believe it essential for the attain- 
ment of those very aims of the moral 
and ideal kind which President Wil- 
son regards as indispensable to the 
foundation of a solid peace such as 
America’ might help to guarantee. 

“There can be no drawn war be- 
tween the spirit of Prussian mili- 
tarism and the spirit of real peace 
which the allies and Americans, in- 
deed all neutrals, desire. Militarism 
cannot be exorcised except by defeat 
in the field. Therefore, the allies can 
hear of no peace which is not a vic- 
tory peace.” 

Morning Post Analysis Speech. 

The Morning Post describes President 
Wilson’s speech as “full of noble as- 
piration and amiable sentiments,“ and 
Geclares that the belligerents feel the 
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neutrals.“ 

“Tt is only when we get down to the 
discussion of how peace is to be at- 
tained and maintained,” says the Post, 
“that we might find ourselves in dis- 
agreement. 

The paper analyzes at length the 
President’s statements, meeting them 
with counter statements and appealing 
to incidents of American history. In 
support of the latter it says: “Ac. 
cording to President Wilson’s logic it 
would have been better for Lincoln to 
have met the Southern leaders upon the 
field, shaken hands and agreed upon 
peace. When the war between Spain 
and the United States was still upset- 
tled, would Americans have been satis- 
fied if the European Powers had inter- 
vened and said: ‘You must make peace 
Without victory, because any other 
peace would leave the sting of resent- 
ment and a bitter memory?’ 

„In both ‘of these cases Antericans 
would have replied, and did reply, that 
the war must be fought to a finish until 
the vanquished accepted the victor’s 
terms.“ 

With a series of such instances and 
with questions as to how the Presi- 
dent would deal with specified hypo- 
thetical situations affecting American 
interests; the Post leads up to the fol- 
lowing conclusion: 

„Upon first impression the Presi- 
dent’s scheme does not fill us with any 
‘very sanguine hope. We remain atill 
of the opinion that a permanent peace 
can only be obtained by the defeat of 
Germany. We would even say to Pres- 
ident Wilson what Lincoln said to 
Europe at the end of 1861: ‘I am quite 
sure that a sound argument could be 
made to show them that they can reach 
their aim more readily and easily by 
aiding to crush this rebellion than by 
giving enocuragement to it.’ 

In other words, if President Wil- 
son desires to end the war, let him 
come in and help us end it. He will 
then have the opportunity of fighting 
for liberty and all those other great 
principles, which, as we have always 
been taught to believe, Americans hold 
dearer than life itself. But if his en- 
thusiasm for th-se principles will not 
carry him so far, his next best course 
is to leave it to the allies to secure 
them for the world by the only way in 
which they can be secured, that is to 
say, by victory.’”’ 


Toronto Paper Says Cause of Peace 
Is Not Aided. 

Toronto Globe: Forced to defend 
their national rights and the liberties 
of Europe while in a state of unpre- 
paredness for war, the allies are now 
asked, in the third year of war by the 
head of a neutral, to allow the ag- 
gressor to escape the consequences of 
his unparalleled crimes against civil- 
ization. and to spare him the humila- 
tion of military defeat. President 
Wilson has not aided the cause of 
peace by his intervention at this 
stage. 


Afternoon Papers Deride Speech. 

The evening newspapers today devote 
their front pages to the text of the Pres- 
ident’s address and comment under such 
headings as President Wilson’s Millen- 
nium, and The Washington Sensa- 
tion.”’ 

The Westminster Gazette says the 
President’s idea is such that he can get 
what he wants “if we at the same time 
get what we want.“ 

The Globe, always anti-American, 
Says: Tou dare not resent the piracy 
and murder and now, forsooth, we who 
have given our best and bravest by the 
hundred thousand and treasure by the 
thousand million to save the world, 
we must at your bidding lay down our 
arms and dream with you your foolish 
dream of peace.“ 

The Pall Mall Gazette says: peace 
presents no attraction for us so long as 
it would leave the perjured enemy with 
fleets and armies ready to spring again 
as soon as We appeared to be off our. 


,|suard. Victory is for all of the allies the

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 23.—The 
Gardner administration’s prison re- 
form bill carrying an appropriation 
of $475,000 for the purchase of ma- 
chinery and materials, and an appro- 
priation of $275,000 for the purchase 
of farms, rock quarries and grazing 
lands for the employment of all con- 
victs in the State Penitentiary, was 
introduced in the Senate this morning 
by Senator Casey of Kansas City and 
in the House by Representative James 
of Andrew County, 

The bill is designed to take control 
of the penitentiary out of politics, 
but it fails to provide a board of con- 
trol of equal partisan membership. 

Makeup of Prison Board. 

A board to be known as the State 
Prison Board, to consist of five mem- 
bers, not more than three of whom 
shall be of one political party, is pro- 
vided. The members are to serve six 
years, and in the beginning their 
terms are so arranged that the term 
of one member shall expire each two 
years and his successor be named for 
six years. This will prevent any 
future Governor from having a ma- 
jority of the board his own ap- 
pointees. 

The president of the board is to re- 
ceive a salary of $4500 a year ard the 
other members $4000 a year each. They 
are required to reside in Jefferson City 
and devote all of their time to the du- 
ties of their office. 

The exclusive control of the peniten- 
tiary, the reformatory at Boonville, the 
industrial home for girls at Chillicothe 
and the industrial home for negro girls 
at Tipton, is placed in the ~vard, which 
will make all purchases, appoint all of- 
ficers and employes and make all rules 
for the conduct of the institutions. 

The ill does not designate the articles 
to be manufactured in the prison, ex- 
cept that it provides that articles used 
by the State and political subdivisions 
shall, so far as it is possible, be manu- 
factured in the prison: 

Permission is given in the bill for the 
leasing of convicts to the State High- 
way Board for use in building State 
roads, but the leasing of convicts for 
any other purpose is prohibited. 

Prices at which manufactured articles, 
are to be sold to counties and cities are 
to be fixed by the board, which also is 
authorized to advertise for bids for all 
supplies purchased for the prison, ex- 
cept when the amount of a purchase is 
less than $300. | 

The Warden is to be appointed by the 
board and is to serve at the pleasure of 
the board. The present salary of the 
Warden. $3000 and residence, is un- 
changed.

Declares American Participation 
Would Put Its Army and Navy 
Under Eurapean Control. 


MADISON, Wis., Jan. 23.— The Presi- 
dent’s message is a wonderfully eloquent 
appeal to the nations at war,“ declared 
William J. Bryan in an interview here 
today before leaving on a train for 
Springfield, III., where he will speak 
this afternoon. | 

In so far as the President's message 
suggests terms of agreement it is en- 
tirely sound and reflects what I believe 
to be an almost unanimous sentiment,’’ 
he said. “But I dissent entirely from 
the proposition that this nation should 
join in a movement to effect peace in 
Europe. If the nations will agree to 
peace on the terms suggested by the 
President they will not need our assist- 
ance in enforcing it. 

“If I know the sentiments of the 
American people, it is inconceivable that 
they should be willing to put the Amer. 
ican army and navy at the command 
of an international council which would 
necessarily be controlled by European 
nations and allow that council to de- 
cide for us when we would go to war. 

“Such an agreement, in my judgment, 
would impair our European business in- 
stead of insuring it, because they would 
see in our limited resources a means of 
advancing their own interests, with us 
bearing the burden. 

1 have more faith in our people help- 
ing them by example than I have in our 
country helping them by indorsing the 
European plan of relying upon force and 
terrorism. 

In the President's appeal to them he 
presents the philosophy of brdtherhood 
and co-operation, and this is inconsis- 
tent with the. proposition that it be 
backed up by a larger display of force.

FRENCH HOSPITAL 


Men Back From Neuilly De- 
scribe How Jaws of Wounded 
Soldiers Are Rebuilt. 


Two St. Louis surgeons who have re- 
cently returned from Neuillyv. France, 
where they were attached to the Amer- 
ican Ambulance, related to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter today their experi- 
ences in the war zone. 

Dr. D. O. M., Le Cron, who is visit- 
ing relatives at 5243 Cates avenue, spe- 
cialized in jaw operations during two 
three-month periods of service in the 
last year. In cases, where the lower 
parts of a soldier’s face were shot awar, 
he described how by means of an elec- 
tric saw the shin-bone was cut into and 
made to furnish a portion of bone that 
could be transplanted and wedged into 
a cavity made in the jaw. Then fol- 
lowed plastic“ operations, he said, in 
which by repeated operations skin wae 
stretched or grafted over the bone 
framework, 

Sometimes more than 9 operations 
covering months were required before 
the patient was diseharged as cured, 
he said. 

Dr. Le Cron commented upon the di 
iemma that some of the wealthy Amer- 
ican girls find themselves in after they 
have enlisted as nurses in the Ameri- 
can Ambulance. They find no romance, 
he said, as they had expected, but in- 
stead learn they are expected to rise 
early, work hard and perform disagree- 
able tasks. These kind generally stay 
about four days, he added. Dr. Le Cron, 
who is 69 years old, is an expert in den- 
tal surgery. He declared his belief that 
the science of dentistry has been ad- 
vanced half a century, due to the ei- 
perience afforded in the war zone.

Dr. Scott Heyer of 304 Skinker road, 
the youngest physician to see service in 
France, was also stationed at the base

Mostly, surgery of extensive 
large wounds was specialized in 
Neuilly, Dr. Hever said. Only cases 
where there was a surgical possibility 
of restoring a patient to health were 
assigned here.

France, Dr. Heuer said, having the 
reputatien of doing the impossible in 
surgery. Some of the French wound- 
ed make special requests, he said, to 
be taken to Neuilly. 

“And they do work under difficul- 
ties, the doctor continued. ‘Lately, 
the cost of coal in France has cut 
down the efficiency. of the electric 
power plants and frequently the lights 
are quite dim. The surgeons often 
perform operations of the most deli- 
eate nature by flickering candle 
lights and even the headlight of an 
automobile. I recall one case where 
the surgeons had just exposed the 
artery in a man’s neck when the 
lights went out, 

“Of course, the only thing they could 
do was to keep still until candles were 
lighted. They finished the operation 
as if nothing had happened. The man 
lived.”’ 

In pointing out other new treatments 
that have come into use, Dr. Hever 
declared his opinion that surgery dur- 
ing the war has been advanced more 
than 50 years. He explained a new 
treatment for tetanus and lockjaw, 
where persulphite of soda was injected 
into the veins with such result that 
nearly all tetanus Cases wer saved. 

He spoke of the Layva arm splint, 
used for fractures of the upper arm, 
consisting of a steel jacket that corsets 
the upper arm and enables a patient 
to use his forearm and to even write 
letters. 

The latest form of surgery was exem- 
plified by nerve sutures, Dr. Heuer said, 
or the sewing together of severed nerve 
ends. This prevents paralysis of the 
limbs and has been successfully prac- 
ticed at the American ambulance. 

The proportion of deaths to patients 
received at the ambulance are very 
small, about 2 per cent. 

American dentists, the doctor said, 
had excelled all others in the war zone

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MR. DANIBIS ON FAVORITISM. 

Two communications from Secretary Daniels to 
the public were printed in Monday’s newspapers. 

One denounced favoritism in making naval con- 
tracts, defended his own act in placing a contract 
abroad for the exclusion of the beneficiaries ot 
past favoritism and argued for Government mu- 
nitions plants to debar favoritism in the future. 

The other communication was an apology for 
and defense of favoritism in making naval ap- 
pointments. He said that the President only fol- 
lowed custom in making Dr. Grayson a medical 
Admiral, a new rank in the navy. In filling newly 
créated places, senority may be disregarded in 
promotions, he explained. 

But de citéd no other instance in which a naval 
officer had ever been jumped 114 places to fill a 
new position. Among other reasons for the disav- 
pointment over this unprecedented example of 
naval favoritism is the fact that it is of doubtful 
legality under several provisions of law. One pro- 
vision prohibits any officer from being advanced 
more than 30 numbers in recognition for merit, no 
matter how unusual. 

It is conceivable that favoritism in awarding 
promotions may be quite as demoralizing to the 
naval personnel and, in the event of war, even 
more costly to the taxpayers than favoritism in 
awarding contracts. The sad old sea dog at the 
head of our fleets is exposed as carrying water— 
salt water at that—on both shoulders. The one 
communication from him is a complete answer to 
the other.

and the imposition of unequal conditions disaq- 
vantageous to the weaker western sovereignties. 
It did not relieve the nations of the new con- 
tinents of the ordinary obligations of international 
relations, in which friction may still arise and 
causes of war may remain for adjustment. But 
with the powerful motive of territorial and other 
gains through force eliminated, we have seen a 
century of comparative peace close whose begin- 
ning was ominous in its mehace of interminable 
war between the two hemispheres. 

The Monroe Doctrine was a corollary of Wash- 
ington’s principle of neutrality toward European 
concerns, a corollary destined to greater scope 
than the original proposition. The Wilson doc- 
trine is a corollary. of the Monroe principle. After 
the frightful lesson of civilization's breakdown in 
late months, can it be assumed that the world 
is unprepared for the extension of this beneficent 
protective principle from one hemisphere to the 
other, from our continents to all continents? 

Attractive as the Wilson plan is in its pro- 
posal of a new plane of high elevation in the di- 
rection of worldly affairs, it is still imaginable 
that it will not reach right away the stage of for- 
mal governmental acceptance.
